The following is an examiner's statement of reason of allowance: 

Independence claims 1 and 14 and all dependent claims are allowable over 
the prior art of record. 

The closest reference Yajima et al and Chen et al teaches regarding data 
encoding and decoding by means of reference pixel generating devices outputting 
reference pixel data, color order table, color rank corresponding color code from the 
color table and reference pixel data. 

However, none of them either by itself or by combination teaches the disclose 
method of Clark method of encoding and decoding of video files with plurality of 
video data table and plurality of reference pixel value sets, where the reference pixel 
values set corresponding to pixel having the most significant color component 
intensity values within the video frame, further decoding with the plurality of 
reference pixel value sets.
